Tokio* Dec. 27.—The most important 
iiunounceraent 
that has come from 
General Nogl since the capture of 203- 
Mcti-e Hill was received, when he re- 
ported that the Japanese captured all 
Ol the iSvanced 
poBltlons defending 
Port Arthur on the west The area cap- 
tured comprises a chain of forts reach- 
ing from 203-Metre Hill southward to 
Pigeon Bay. There are a number of 
fortified heights from which Port Ar- 
thur can he bombarded, and tho guns 
on thee« heights can prevent the move- 
ment of troops by land from Port Ar- 
thur proper to Llaotl Mountain, where 
it has been expected that the Russians 
would make their last stand. If at any 
time the garrison should be compelled 
to evacuate the city it could not re- 
treat to Llaotl Mountain only by cross- 
ing the bay in boats, and the boats 
would be within range of the Japanese 
guns for over a mile of the Journey. 
General Nogrs report Is as follows: 


"A body of 
our right wing sur- 
prised the enemy at Housanyentao and 
Slaofantun, the latter about six and 
a half miles northwest of Port Arthur, 
at 10 o'clock Saturday night, and oc- 
cupied the villages, and, subsequently 
dislodging

west of Fort Arthur, at 2.55 o'clock in 
the morning. 


"Our repeated 
attacks, during the

ful, and now the whole of the enemy's 
advanced position, fronting our right 
wing, is in our hands."

Nogi's operations have given renewed 
hope to the government that the for- 
tress will soon be taken and that the 
third army will be able to reinforce 
Marshal Oyama at Llao Yang. 


In the meantime Tokio is again a 
great mlijltary camp, and the scenes 
of lasU^^ring, when the first armiea 
were Aioyjiiiöd and dispatched, are be- 
lÄB duptlcAUd.

Oyama field Is the centre of 
activity, while Infantry, cavalry and 
artillery are constantly drilling.

JAPS HAVE BIG FLEET READY 


Will Dash South As Soon Aa Russian 
Ships Are Sighted. 


London, Dec. 24. — Telegraphing 
from Tokio, the correspondent of the 
Dally Express says he learns that in 
the event of Admiral Kamimura'(who 
is reported to have gone south with a 
squadron of powerful cruisers) noti- 
fying It of the approach of the Rus- 
sian 
second 
Pacific squadron, 
the 
whole Japanese fleet which has been 
operating at Port Arthur will be ready 
to proceed south on ä day's notice to 
give battle. 


British naval experts were amazed 
to learn that Japan has dispatched

flying squadron Is now in the vicinity 
of Singapore, 3U00 miles from Japan 
and 2490 miles from Chagos, the island 
in the Indian ocean v/here the Rus- 
sian fleet is believed to be mobiliz- 
ing. 


If the Japanese fleet proceeds with- 
fHit 
delay from 
Singapore toward 
3hagos it can reach that island within 
3ight days. It is believed li^re that it 
plans to reach the Russian rendezvous 
and give battle to Voelkersahra, and, 
if Buccesfiful, go forth to meet the 
scattered ships under Kojestvensky 
and match them singly. The apparent 
plan of the Japanese commander is 
one of the most daring ever recorded 
in naval annals.

The former show girl, expecting ac- 
quittal at the hands of the Jury which 
has listened to the evidence in her trial 
for the louder of Caesar Young la.st 
June» went into court to learn that the 
12 men chosen to decide as to her inno- 
cence or guilt, had 
been 
unable to 
reach an agreement—'in fact, had di- 
vided evenly over the question as to 
whether or not she held the revolver 
which ended Young's life. Tho Jurors 
stood six to six—half for acquittal, the 
other for conviction. Although no offi- 
cial announcement was made further 
than this, court house talk had It that 
of the six deciding against Miss Pat- 
terson, none was 
for 
conviction of 
murder in the first degree, that one 
held out for murder in the second de- 
gree, two for manslaughter in the first 
degree and three for manslaughter In 
the second degree. 


Immediately the 
announcement of 
the verdict was made Miss Patterson 
broke into a iit of weeping, which con- 
tinued after she was 
led from the 
court 
room to a retiring 
chambor, 
where 
physicians 
were called 
and 
restoratives administered. 
Then she 
was taken to the Tombs, but she again 
wept and moaned and became hysteri- 
cal, and the efforts of her aged father, 
the prison matron and attendants to 
quiet her were futile.

pressing forward to express sympathy 
for the young woman.

CHAIN OF FORTS 
TAKEN BY JAPS 


Tokio, Dec. 27.—The most Important 
announcement 
that has come from 
General Nogl since the capture of 203- 
Mctre m il was recolved, when he re­ 
ported t ^ t the Japanese captured all 
oi the ftavanced 
positions defending 
Port Arthur on the v/est. The area cap­ 
tured comprises a chain of forts reach­ 
ing from 203-Metre Hill southward to 
Pigeon Bay. There are a number of 
fortified heights from which Port Ar­ 
thur can be bombarded, and the guns 
on theee heights can prevent the move­ 
ment of troops by land from Port Ar­ 
thur pi’oper to Llaotl Mountain, where 
It has been expected that tbe Russians 
would make their last stand. If a t any 
time the garrison should be compelled 
to evacuate the city it could not re­ 
treat to Llaotl Mountain only by cross­ 
ing the hay in boats, and the boats 
would be within range of the Japanese 
guns for over a mile of the Journey. 
General Nogl’s report Is as follows: 
“A body of 
our right wing sur­ 
prised the enemy at Housanyentao and 
Slaofantun, the latter about six and 
a half miles northwest of Port Arthur, 
at 10 o’clock Saturday night, and oc­ 
cupied the villages, and, subsequently 
dislodging 
the 
enemy, occupied tho 
whole of Tallchlatun, five miles north­ 
west of Port Arthur, at 2.55 o’clock in 
the morning. 
“Our repeated 
attacks during the 
past few days were uniformly success­ 
ful, and now the whole of the enemy’s 
advanced position, fronting our right 
wing, is in our hands.” 
Tho continued 
success of General 
Nogi’s operations have given renewed 
hope to the government that the for­ 
tress will soon be taken and that the 
third army will be able to reinforce 
Marshal Oyama at Liao Yang. 
In the meantime Toklo Is again a 
great military camp, and the scenes 
of lastk^^ring, when the first armie.s 
w erej^o^iced and dispatched, are be- 
UtB duptlc»t«d. TboaWWBda v t recraite 
and rescrviBts aro assembled, drilling 
and equipping preparatory to taking 
the field. .The permanent and tempor­ 
ary barracks are filled, and It is neces­ 
sary to billet the soldiers brought to 
the city. Oyama field Is the centre of 
activity, while infantry, cavalry and 
artillery are constantly drilling. 
The batteries fire blank charges for 
the purpose of breaking In the new 
horses. 
The general 
military preparations 
are enormous. It is planned to give 
Field Marshal Oyama a rough total 
of half a million men, with a heavily- 
increased artillery arm, besides pro­ 
viding a defense for Formosa and the 
southern islands in anticipation of the 
Russian second Pacific squadron's at­ 
tempt to seize a base. The port of Ke- 
lung, In Formosa, has been declared 
In a state of siege, and other positions 
In Formosa and the Pescadores are 
progressing.

FAILS TO AGREE 


Now York, Dec. 54.—Following a day 
Intense nervous strain, Nan Fat- 
lefson Is in the Tombs ill and perhaps 
un the verge of a breakdown, but with 
lonstant attendance. 
The former show girl, expectins ac­ 
quittal at the hands of the jury which 
has listened to the evidence in her trial 
for the r#irder of Caesar Young last 
June, went into court to learn that the 
12 men chosen to decide as to her inno­ 
cence or guilt, had 
been 
unable to 
reach an agreement--^in fact, had di­ 
vided evenly over the question as to 
whether or not she held the revolver 
which ended Young’s life. The Jurors 
stood six to six—half for acquittal, the 
other for conviction. Although no offl- 
cial announcement was made further 
than this, court house talk had it that 
of the six deciding against Miss Pat­ 
terson, none was 
for 
conviction of 
murder in the first degree, that one 
held out for murder in the second de­ 
gree, two for manslaughter In the first 
degree and three for manslaughter in 
the second degree. 
Immediately the 
announcement of 
the verdict was made Miss Patterson 
broke into a iit of weeping, which con­ 
tinued after she was 
led from the 
court 
room to a retiring 
chamber, 
where physicians 
werd called 
and 
restoratives administered. 
Then she 
was taken to the Tombs, but she agaiii 
wept and moaned and became hysteri­ 
cal, and the efforts of her aged father, 
the prison matron and attendants to 
quiet her were futile.

ment was somewhat remarkable, many 
pressing forward to express sympathy 
for the young woman. 
Interest centered in District Attor­ 
ney Jerome’s future action.

The Jury took but one ballot, accord­ 
ing to the foreman, and devoted tho 
remainder of the time to discussion.

For 24 hours they discussed the 
evidence, and one Juror is quoted as 
saying that one of those who stood for 
acquittal tried on the coat which Young 
wore at the time of his death and with 
a revolver attempted to demonstrate 
that suicide was possible.

Miss Patterson, called on his client in 
the Tombs and remained with her an 
hour. 
‘‘The girl Is in a very bad mental 
condition,'* he said, after he had left 
her. '‘She is almost constantly hysteri­ 
cal, but I don't think she will collapse. 
I hope I left her in a somewhat better 
frame of mind. I of course cannot tell 
what we will do for her yet. If the re­ 
trial Is not right away I am going to 
make a desperate effort to get bail for 
her.

USED CARTRIDGE FOR HAMMER 


Mrs. Thomas Barnes Killed By Ex­ 
plosion That Followed. 
Detroit, Dec. 23.—Mrs. Thomas E. 
Barnes was killed at her home on Pine 
street by the explosion of a ''one- 
pounder" 
rapid-fire 
gun 
cartridge, 
which it Is supposed she was using 
for a hammor in the Christmas pi*ep- 
arations for her two baby girls. How 
the explosion occurred is not definitely 
known, as she was alone with the chil­ 
dren, but it is believed that she had 
used the cartridge for a hammer at 
other times. The cartridge had been 
in the possession of the Barnes family 
for somo time, and is said to have 
been 
given to Mrs. Barnes by her 
brother, William Mayhew, a gunner In 
the United States navy, who is thought 
to be attached to the United States 
torpedo station at Newport News, Tho 
woman's hlght hand was tom off at 
the wrist, her left hand was mutilated, 
part of the cartridge penetrated her 
breast and cut her heart and lungs, 
and her back was also cut by parts of 
the shell. 
Mrs. Barncis had left the children 
in the kitchen, so that they would not 
see her preparing for tho Christmas 
tree which was to be set up in tho 
archway between parlor and sitting 
room.

iifs. John GScrrich died at her home, 
one mile from Littlestown, at 3 a. m. 
Tuesday, Dec. 2 0th, in her 97th year. 
Her death was caused by prostration fol­ 
lowing the announcement that her daugh­ 
ter, Mrs. Henrietta Fraver, was brutally 
murdered by her husband, Charles Fraver, 
who then took his own life, at Dayton, 
Ohio, December 3d last. Mrs. Gerrich 
was a remarkable old woman, never hav­ 
ing been sick a day in her life until the 
late period of grief, which resulted in her 
death. For many years she lived alone, 
doing her own housework and trucking 
in a garden, Until three years ago she 
walked to Littlestown to attend St Paul’s 
l.utheran church, of which sho was a de* 
vout member. 


Mrs. Emma Cochenour, an aged lady 
residing with her eon at Cochenour Mills, 
near Mt. Wolf, was found dead Monday 
afternoon by her son who had returned 
from his brother’s place where he had 
been butchering. Apoplexy is supposed 
to have caused her sudden death. She 
was aged about 70 years. She had been 
dead sometime when found. The deceas­ 
ed is survived by three sons. 


John T. Caless, a veteran of the Civil 
War, having enlisted in Co. C, 1 2th Penn­ 
sylvania Reserves, and a pensioner, died 
on Sunday at the Soldiers’ Home at 
Hampton, Va., aged 71 years, 7 months 
and 19 days. The remans were brought 
to Gettysburg and the funeral was held 
Wednesday morning at Mt. Joy church. 
Five children survive him. Deceased was 
an employee for many years on the Get­ 
tysburg battlefield. 


Dropsy and heart failure caused the 
death of Mra. Michael Deanerather hiome 
near Two Taverns, last Monday, at the 
age of 72 years, 3 months and 10 days. 
Her husband and five children survive. 


Major H. S. Benner, one of the best 
known men of Gettysburg, died at his 
home on Thursday night at 11:40 o’clock. 
He was in comparatively good health un­ 
til a few days previous, when he took sud­ 
denly ill with heart disease, which caused 
his death. He was probably one of the 
best known men in Adams county, and 
was prominent in Democratic politics and 
served as postmaster and burgess of Get­ 
tysburg for many years. He was Burgess 
at the time of his death. Major Benner 
was born in Straban township, October 1, 
1880, and was a son of the late Christian 
Benner, a native of Adams county. In 
1861 he enlisted in Company K, lOlst 
Regt. Pa. Vol. Inft. and was commission­ 
ed first lieutenant. He served in the reg­ 
iment with distinction until the end of 
his enlistment. On February 5, 1863, he 
re-enlisted in the same company and reg­ 
iment and was promoted to the captaincy 
of the company. Shortly afterward he 
became major of the regiment and served 
as such until the end of ihe war in 1865. 
The mojor was taken prisoner on April 
20, 1864, at Plymouth, N. C., and was a 
prisoner for over ten months. Ho was 
twice wounded in the battle of Fair Oaks. 
Major Benner is survived by his wife two 
sisters and one brother.

WINTERING TENDER ROSES. 
It Is not always safe, especially If 
inexperienced in such w r k , to take 
up tender rose plants at this timo of 
year.

If tea roses are wanted to 
bloom in tlie house during the winter, 
the plants should be secured in the 
spring, kept in pots and given special 
treatment toward that end.

YOUNG ORCHARD AND CROPS. 
Apple trees set permanently should 
stand in rows thirty feet apart. How- 
ever, if you desire to plant early trees 
between the rows of late trees you 
may do so. An early apple tree begins 
to bear sooner than the late variety, 
its vitality Leing exhausted when it 
has borne for eight lo twelve years. 
The late variety is then just' beginning 
to give the best crops and will continue 
to do so.

A nurseryman

lives near us. told me he made a prac- 
tice of planting cow rea , and in the 
fall, v/hen they ripened, he turned his 
hogs in. Of course, the hogs root, but 
they smooth tho earth down under tlie 
trees so the roots are not exposed to 
the fro3t. 
He considers this method 
one of tho best ways to cultivate an 
orchard.

“While you clever Yankees occupy 
tho leading position in almost every 
branch of human i)rogress, I am in­ 
clined to think that you are not the 
peers of the Egyptians in that most 
important of ali occupations—agricul­ 
ture. The reason that we excel you 
In this is that we have been at it much 
longer; for 7000 years tilling the soil 
has been the chief business of tho 
people of Egypt, but over here farming 
is still in its infancy. Our dense popu- 
latioij forces us to compel the soil to 
produce its limit of capacity', while you 
sow the seed in many places and let 
the land produce what it will. 
The 
Egyptian farmer will get four crops in 
a year from the same land, as against 
one in tlie United States. In the same 
field in our country you will see plant­ 
ing and harvesting going on simul­ 
taneously.*'—Washington Post, 


WINTERING TENDER ROSES. 
It Is not always safe, especially If 
inexperienced iu such Awrk, to take 
up tender rose plants at this time of 
year. Even one “who knows*' doesn't 
like to do it If tea roses are wanted to 
bloom in the house during the w^lnter, 
the plants should bo secured in the 
spring, kept in pots and given special 
treatment toward that end. 
If the 
plants are growing in the border, it is 
as veil to keep them growing thriftily, 
and when tho season comes for pro- 
tweeting them get the best advice you 
can from some special rose grower, and 
follow it. 
In wintering tender roses 
outdoors you will find it a good plan 
to cover them with an Inverted sod, 
then put tarred paper over them to 
keep olT the rain, giving good drainage 
so that no water will stand around the 
roots. 
Of course, this would not be 
necessarj’ in the case of hard June 
roses, but it is very desirable in the 
case of hybrid perpetuáis and roses of 
about tlie same degree of hardiness. 
Among tho teas there ar3 a few per­ 
fectly hardy ever bloomers, but any 
rose will be the better for a mulching 
of coarse litter or barnyard manure 
after the ground freezes. Among the 
mo&t desirable hardy ever bloomers is 
the dainty little Chilotilde Soupert^the 
plant of which, at times, U literally 
lost 
sight o? in the abundance 
of 
bloom. 


rOUXG ORCHARD AND CROPS. 
Apple trees set permanently should 
stand iu rows thirty feet apart How­ 
ever, if you desire to plant early trees 
between the rows of late trees you 
may do so. An early apple tree begins 
to bear sooner than the late variety, 
its vitality Leing exhausted when it 
has borne for eight to twelve years. 
The late variety is then just' beginning 
to give the best crops and will continue 
to do so. At this period in the tree’s 
life the top has grown and spread to 
a considerable extent; but the room 
occupied by the early fruit can now 
be reserved for the late fruit In rais­ 
ing crops iu an orchard, study what 
chemical the crop you intend to plant 
will take from the ground. 
For in­ 
stance, potatoes, oats, wheat and rye 
take or assimilate the potash from the 
ground, therefore they should not be 
planted in r.n orcli?.rd; the trees need 
all the potash they can get. 
Corn 
takes less potash from the ground 
and may be planted. Care should be 
taken not to plow Into the roots of tho 
trees. Cow peas may also be planted 
In an orchard. 
A nurseryman who 
lives near us. told me he made a prac­ 
tice of planting cow pea , and in the 
fall, v/hen they ripened, he turned his 
hogs in. Of course, the hogs root, but 
they smo6th the earth down under tlie 
trees so the roots are not exposed to 
the fro:st 
He considers this method 
one of tho best ways to cultivate an 
orchard. 
Small fruit, such as straw­ 
berries, r.:spberries, etc., may also be 
cultivated in an orchard.—Cecil Abel 
Todd, in Tho Epitomist

Tlie little one must not he 
frightened, but is to be received witli 
joy. The baby boy’s head is shaved oa 
the twenty-eighth day, but tho cere­ 
mony is on the thirtieth if the baby is 
a girl, and in either case this is done 
lefore the ancestral tablets or the 
.shrine of the goddess call ‘‘Mother." A’ 
boy receives many presents, while girls 
are not altogethei* forgotten, the gifts 
taking the foVm of ga*^ little caps orna­ 
mented with tassels and bells, and 
gold, silver or copper images of Budd­ 
ha, to hang about the neck. Although 
the baby receives his first name at this 
time, it is changed by his schoolmaster 
vrhen he is old enough for school, he 
receives another when he is married, 
and if he succeeds at tlie examinations, 
whicii may not Jiappen before middle 
a^fe, he receives a third. 
Often such names as vagabond, dog, 
cat, good for nothing, ugly, are given 
the baby, that the spirits may think 
the parents do not love him. By the 
time ho is old enough' to go to school 
it ij supposed that the spirits have for­ 
gotten about him, and he may be given 
a better name. When a child is a year 
old there is a feast, always, with a dif­ 
ference in favor of a boy. These feasts 
for the boy are repeated every tea 
years.—Good Housekeeping.

We will take» for illus^tration, says 
the' Fort AYorth 
Kecord, the great 
Espuela or "spur" ranch in the lOM^er 
Panhandle 
• country 
of 
northwest 
Texas, and go b a c k ' a 
dor:en years, 
,when destructive fires were more fre- 
• quent than they are now. 
Hundreds 
of cowboys were employed on that 
ranch, living In camps 
widely sep- 
arated, covering the unsettled counties 
of Dickens, Crosby, Garza and Kent. 


Great and very destructive 
prairie 
fires often occurred, and systematic 
plans were adopted to fight success- 
fully the devouring element which not 
only Involved a great loss of grass, 
but of stock also. 
One of the most 
successful plans was the following; It 
.was understood among the men at the 
various camps that when a smoke was 
discovered ascending from the prairie, 
each and every cowboy must saddle 
Lis liorse and gallop away toward the 
fire straight out in a line from his 
camp. 


This had to be done at night also, 
the fire then being detected by the 
light; and the boys would come from 
every direction, striking the line of 
fire at many different points almost at 
the same time. If the fire had spread 
much, the men from the different 
camps 
would 
somtimes 
be many 
miles from each other, those from the 
same station going in a squad together. 


If it was at night the scene would be 
one of wild and weird grandeur. The 
. great line of fire, the galloping borses 
as the cowboys approached it, some 
from camps on opposite sides, their 
forms and those of their horses stand- 
ing in relief in the bright glare of the 
burning grass. 
Herds of bellowing, 
frightened, stampeding cattle 
made 
the scene more terrible and exciting 
as they ran before the pursuing, crack- 
lingy.-roaring 
flames. 
Above the din 
could be heard loud shouts of com- 
mand from leaders of the assembling 
men which would remind soldiers of 
a battlefield. 
The resemblance be- 
came more realistic when rapid pistol 
shots were heard far out on the pairie 
In the midst of the running cattle. 


The men Avere not standing still on 
their horses; the fire was traveling, 
and they were going with it until 
ready to begin their attack. 
Cattle 
must be sacrificed to save cattle. As 
soon as an animal fell, four cowboys 
dismounted and sharp 
knives and 
hatchets were at work, and in less 
time than it takes to tell .the slain 
Animal was cut in twain. The halves 
.were split so as to lay flat upon the 
ground and to each hoof the end of 
a rope was fastened, the other end 
being around the pommel of a cow- 
boy's saddle. 
They dashed away to 
the line of fire, dragging the severed 
parts after them. 


Wiien they have reached this, two 
men would cross-plunge through the 
blaze, Tom tried it, but his horse 
wheeled and turned away from the 
blaze, snorting loudly and in terroi*. 


•'Give me your end of the rope, 
Tom," one of ti^e other men said, 
can got over; Black Duncan will face 
It." ana with a great plunge he clear- 
ed the jme of fire. 


One of the other two also crossed, 
and without a moment's halt and with 
«corched faces, they 
wheeled 
their 
horses and ran parallel with the fire, 
dragging the bloody half of the beef 
over it, smothering the fii'e out as fast 
as their horses could run and drag 
the weight. One man was then on one 
Bide of the fire and the other on the 
opposite, each with his rope to the 
foot of a beef, straddling the blaze 
and beating out the greater part of it. 


They wore slick duck jackets and 
leggings upon which the fire could not 
easily talie hold. It was hot work, 
however. 
They could get only the 
length of their ropes from the fire. 
The two men with the other half of 
ithe beef were going in the opposite 
direction, taking the other end of the 
line of fire. Suppose the firo was 
traveling south and the line extend* 
Ing east and west, two dragged east 
.«nd two west, fast receding from each 
¡other and every moment widening the 
jbiack streak which marked the trail 
.of the smothered flames. 


While these four men were getting 
ready to do this work other cowboys 
iwere sitting their horses nearby, their 
faces lit up by the burning grass and 
^cheering their companions who were 
/crossing the flre line to fight tLo i^sin 
i^attle. 


These, however, who were Idlo had 
li^ir work to do« Each held' a rolled 


slicker In his right, hand and when 
the breach was made in the fire line 
they divided their forces and followed 
the boys who were 
sweeping the 
flames in order to extinguish effectual- 
ly any which might bo ieft. 
Tnextin- 
guishod spots Avero left sbmetimes by 
the plunge of a scorched Iiorse jerking 
the 
off the iine of fire, or by its 
striking a great bunch of bard turf and 
jumping over a spot. 


The boys following with the rolled 
slickers loaned from the saddle and 
brushed these places out, and they 
did it so quickly after the drag left 
them that the blaze had no time to 
branch out into a formidable 
fire 
again. 
All of this work was done 
with the horses running almost at full 
speed. 


If the fire had made much headway 
the lino might be twenty miles or 
more, but many cowboys had struck 
it a t other points and were doing the 
same as those described. In the dis- 
tance ahead of them they saw the line 
of fire diminish and knew that others 
would meet them, and the clatter of 
their horses' hoofs on the dry prairie 
soil was soon heard, and when they 
met. their part of the work was fin- 
islicd. 


Korses and men were hot, 
tired, 
thirsty, scorched and were not sorry 
that the battle was over. The fire 
under control, thousands of dollars 
were saved to the cattlemen in gi*ass 
and cattle. 
Whole herds 
sometimes 
perished in a prairie fire. If the cat- 
tle wer^ to the windward and the wind 
sti-ong they were nearly certain to be 
destroyed unless they 
could get to 
some ravine or creek, which was far 
away on the plains. 


When the strength of cattle failed 
they were overtaken and burned to 
death. If they had turned and met 
the 
fire, 
selected some weak 
spot 
where the grass was shorter and the 
flames 
not so fierce, and dashed 
through, many could have escaped; but 
tliey would run until they fell Avith 
exhaustion and, unable to rise, the fire 
finished them. 
-^N^'ery often cowboys that carry the 
drags had to hunt 
weak 
spots to 
cross, or else there would be danger 
of horse and rider perishing In the ef- 
fort to get through. 


Before the plan described was put in 
practice, wagons loaded with 
water 
and tow sacks were run to a fire, and 
the boys had to dismount and fight the 
flames with wet sacks. 
They were 
supplied v.'ith these by men galloping 
back and forth between the wagons 
and fire fighters. The dry, hot sacks 
were carried back as fast as Avet ones 
were furnished. 


The other plan was the best, being 
more rapid and eflicient. Ilorses would 
get crippled and men burned at times, 
especially Avhen the wind was high— 
those on the windward side being most 
exposed. 
Some have been known to 
stay in their saddles during a long 
run until the skin would peel from 
the side of the face that was next to 
the line of fire. 


Zt'ff So. 


More than any other country of the 
present time, with the possible excep- 
tion of the Russian Empire, the Unit- 
ed States may be regarded as a com- 
plete 
homogeneous 
entity. 
I t is 
able to grow all the corn it requires, it 
cau raise all the live stock that it 
needs, its cotton plantations are suf- 
ficient to supply all its requirements, 
its mineral resources, both of base and 
precious metals, are extensive, and its 
coal mines are inexliaustible. 


Add to this every year enormous ac- 
cessions by Immigration of carefully 
selected adult able bodied and skjUed 
workmen to assist in the development 
of those very varied resources. The de- 
velopment of that country is probably 
due in largo degree to these causes. 
We may be sure that, in the future it 
will become more and more independ- 
ent of all other countries.—London Sat- 
urday Review.

1TB “flromon of tho plains” 
j# ^ T y work •with a system—each 
O n p o uian knowing what is ox* 
K pectoil of J:im and bravbly 
cxecuthiff it liko iironieu 
ot the city. 
Cowboys are the “fire 
fighters of the plains,” and burning 
grass is the material consumed. 
We will take, for illus^lration, says 
the ’ Fort Worth Rocord, the great 
Espuela or “spur” ranch in the lower 
Panhandle • country 
of 
northwest 
Texas, and go back • a dozen years, 
.when destructive fires Avere more fre- 
• quent than they are now. 
Hundreds 
of cowboys were employed on that 
ranch, living in camps widely sep­ 
arated, covering the unsettled counties 
of Dickens, Crosby, Garza aud Kent. 
Great and very destructive praii'ie 
fires often occurred, and systematic 
plans were adopted to fight success­ 
fully the devouring element which not 
only Involved a great loss of grass, 
but of stock also. 
One of the most 
successful plans was the following: It 
.was understood among tlie men at the 
various camps that when a smoke was 
discovered asccnding from the prairie, 
each and every cowboy must saddle 
liis horse and gallop away toward the 
fire straight out iu a line from his 
camp. 
‘/^ This had to be done at night also, 
the fire then being detected by the 
light; and the boys would come from 
every direction, striking the line of 
fire at many different points almost at 
the same time. If the fire had spread 
much, the men from the different 
camps would sonitimes 
be 
many 
miles from each other, those from tho 
same station going in a squad together. 
If it was at night the scene would be 
one of wild and w^eird grandeur. The 
great line of fire, the galloping iiorses 
as the cowboys approached it, some 
from camps on opposite sides, their 
forms and those of their horses stand­ 
ing in relief in the bright glare of tho 
burning grass. 
Herds of bellowing, 
frightened, stampeding cattle made 
the scene more terrible and exciting 
as they ran before the pursuing, craclc- 
lingf-roaring flames. 
Above the din 
could be heard loud shouts of com­ 
mand from leaders of the assembling 
men which would remind soldiers of 
a battlefield. 
The resemblance be­ 
came more realistic wlien rapid pistol 
shots were iieard far out on the pairie 
in the midst of the running cattle. 
The men were not standing still on 
their iiorses; the fire was traveling, 
and they were going with it until 
ready to begin their attack. 
Cattle 
must be sacrificed to save cattle. As 
soon as an animal fell, four cowboys 
dismounted and sharp knives and 
liatchcts were at work, and in less 
time than it takes to tell .the slain 
Animal was cut in twain. The halves 
.were split so as to lay flat upon tlie 
ground and to each hoof the end of 
a rope was fastened, the other end 
being around the pommel of a cow­ 
boy’s saddle. 
They dashed away to 
the line of fire, dragging the severed 
parts after them. 
Wiien they have reached this, two 
men would cross-plunge through the 
blaze, Tom tried it, but his horse 
wheeled and turned away from the 
blaze, snorting loudly and In terror. 
“Give me your end of the rope, 
Tom,” one of ti^e other men said, “1 
can got over; Black Duncan will face 
It.” nntt with a great plunge he clear­ 
ed the jine of fire. 
One of tho other two also crossed, 
and without a moment’s halt and with 
scorched faces, they wheeled their 
Iiorses and ran parallel with the fire, 
dragging the bloody half of the beef 
over it, smothering the fire out as fast 
ns their horses could run and drag 
the weight. One man was then on one 
Bide of the fire and the other oa the 
opposite, each with his rope to the 
foot of a beef, straddling the blaze 
and beating out the greater part of it. 
They wore slick duck Jackets and 
Jegglngs upon which the fire could not 
easily take hold. 
It was hot work, 
however. 
They could get only tho 
length of their ropes from the fire. 
The two men with the other half of 
ithe beef were going In the opposite 
direction, taking the other end of the 
line of fire. 
Suppose the firo was 
‘traveling soutli and the line extend­ 
ing east and west, two dragged east 
,«nd two west, fast receding frocj each 
£ 
‘ ther and every moment widening the 
lack streak which marked the trail 
'of the smothered flames. 
While these four meu were getting 
ready to do this work other cowboys 
iwere sjtting their horses nearby, their 
faces lit up by the burning grass and 
cheering their companions who were 
/crossing the fire line to fight tLo r'9>n 
Jbattle. 
These, however, who were^idla had 
Ibeir wMk to do. Eacli Leld' ft roiieU 


slicker in his right, hand aud when 
the breach was made in the Ore lino 
they divided their forces and followed 
tho boys who were sweeping the 
flames in order to extinguish effectual­ 
ly any which might bo left. L’nextin- 
guished spots were left sbnietimes by 
the plunge of a scorched iiorse jerking 
the «R’ag off the iino of lire, or by its 
striking a great bunch of hard turf and 
jumping over a spot. 
Tho boys following with tiie rolled 
slickers leaned from the saddle and 
brushed these places out, aud they 
did it so quickly after the drag left 
them that the blaze had no time to 
branch out into a formidable fire 
again. 
All of this woric was done 
with the horses running almost at full 
speetl. 
If the fire had made much headway 
the lino might be twenty miles or 
more, but many cowboys had struclc 
it at other points and were doing the 
same as those described. 
In the dis­ 
tance ahead of them they saw the line 
of fire diminish and Icnew that others 
would meet them, and the clatter of 
their iiorses’ hoofs ou the dry prairie 
soil was soon hoard, and when they 
met, their part of the work was fin* 
islied. 
Horses and men were hot, tired, 
thirsty, scorched and were not sorry 
that tho battle was over. 
The fire 
under control, thousands of dollars 
were saved to the cattiemon in gi’ass 
and cattle. 
Whole herds sometimes 
perished in a prairie fire. If the cat­ 
tle wer^ to the windward and the wind 
sti-ong they were nearly certain to be 
destroyed unless they could get to 
some ravine or creek, which was far 
away on the plains. 
When the strength of cattle failed 
they were overtaken and burned to 
death. 
If they had turned and met 
the fire, selected some weak spot 
where tlie grass was shorter and the 
flames not so fierce, 
and dashed 
through, many could have escaped; but 
tl'.ey would run until they fell Avith 
exhaustion and, unable to rise, the fire 
finished them. 
'Very- often cowboys that carry the 
drags had to hunt weak spots to 
cross, or else there would be danger 
of horse and rider perishing in the ef­ 
fort to get through. 
Before the plan described was put in 
practice, wagons loaded with water 
and tow sacks were run to a fire, and 
the boys had to dismount and fight the 
flames with wet sacks. 
They were 
supplied vrith these by men galloping 
back aud forth between the wagons 
and fire fighters. The dry, hot sacks 
were carried back as fast as wet ones 
were furnished. 
The other plan was the best, being 
more rapid and eflicient. Horses would 
get crippled and meu burned at times, 
especially when the wind was high— 
those on the windward side being most 
exposed. 
Some have been known to 
stay in their saddles during a long 
run until the skin would peel from 
the side of the face that was next to 
the line of fire.
